January 29, 2008. Claims 1-4, 6-14 and 16-22 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches or fairly suggest adding a false mark to the Image data; and outputting, 
from the CAD tool, marked image data that includes one or more marks that Identify 
regions of interest determined to have potential medical conditions and one or more 
false marks, wherein the one or more false marks are included in the marked image 
data so that a medical practitioner Is compelled to manually review each mark In the 
marked Image data rather than rely solely on results of the CAD tool's detection 
process. This image processing method advantageously provides improvements in 
automatic detection and marking of features of interest for medical images medical 
Images to ensure an unbiased CAD-assisted review of the marked medical images by 
physicians, clinicians, radiologists etc.
